Athletes Bring Competition to the Hardwood with the  

National Wheelchair Basketball Association Championships  

LOUISVILLE, KY (April 15, 2013) – The National Wheelchair Basketball Association 

Championships are taking over Louisville April 18-21. The Championship and Division III tournament play 

will be held in South Wing C and South Wing C, Rooms 101-112 of the Kentucky Exposition Center. More 

than 1,000 athletes from across the United States and Canada will compete.  This event is expected to 

generate nearly $1 million in economic impact for Louisville. 

 Competition runs Thursday and Friday from 8 a.m. – 7:30 p.m., Saturday from 8 a.m. – 4 p.m. 

and Sunday from 9 p.m. – 2 p.m.  Admission is $5 per day or $15 for the whole tournament. Parking at 

the Kentucky Exposition Center is $8 per vehicle. 

 The finals for Division III and Championship Division will be Sunday, April 21 at 9:30 a.m. and 

11:30 am. Included with Thursday’s admission, there will be a celebrity wheelchair game featuring local 

Louisville VIPs and Paralympic athletes at 1 p.m. 

The National Wheelchair Basketball Association was founded in 1948 and consists of men’s, 

women’s intercollegiate and youth teams throughout the United States and Canada. The goal of the 

NWBA is to provide qualified individuals with physical disabilities the opportunity to play wheelchair 

basketball.
